preſumed to burthen thine cares, with the weake plea of a 
good cauſe, and in ſteede of opening it thtoughlie, to thy 

rudent conſideration , to note onlie mine own ace 
affection: hoping that becauſe I do name the Gua vnto 
thee , thou wile vouchſafe, hoc romine , to vaile and couer 
all other my detectes in the deſerte of a good meaning. In 
publiſhing this treatiſe , my labour principallic tendeth to 
this end: toremooue all fig-leaues from our vnbeleefeʒthat 
either it may haue cauſe to thake off the colourable preten- 
ces of ignorance: or, if we will not be perſwaded; that our 
ſelfe-wil may reſt inexcuſable. They that ſhall applie, and 
conſtrue this my doing, to ſerue the Spaniard his turne ſo 
well as our owne; in ſo much as it may ſceme to inſtruc, 
warne, and arme him: for their ſatisfaction heerein, they 
muſt not be ignorant, that his eyes in ſeeing our ſhipping 
there, doe as effectuallie informe him, that manie of our 
ncartes are toward that place: as if it ſhould bee crediblie 
aduertiſed, by ſome corrupt hireling that we thinke, write 
and diſcourſe of nothingels. Neither can I imagine, that 
to conceale our knowledge herein (which to conceale may 
perhaps prooue, and bee hereafter taken for worſe then 
paricide ) would be of better purpoſe, then to hoodwincke 
our ſeluet, as who would ſay, no man (hall ſee ys.

if the action were whollic to bee effected at her Maieſties 
charge: then might it at her Highneeſſe pleaſure, be ſha-

+ prodigall,both of their poſſeſsions and liues as voluntarily 
do run themſelues out of breath, in purſuing they kuowe not 
what: great reaſon it is, that where alsiſtance is to be asked 
due caules bee yeelded, to perſwade & induce them vnto 
it. The Spaniard is not ſo ſimple, vnſetled, and vncertaine 
in his determinations; as to build them on our breath, or to

(Prunrie laſt, co people this countrey, and diſappoint vs: as it 
— doth conſequentlie ſhew, that he findeth his chiefeſt force 
and ſmewes to conſiſt in golde: ſo doth he thereby plainly 
to our faces exprobate our remiſſneſſe and long deliberati- 
ons, that in twelue monethes ſpace haue done, or ſought 
to doe nothing woorthie the ancient fame, and reputation 
of our Engliſh nation, interreſſed in ſo waightic buſineſſe 
His late prouiſion of anew ſupplie of whole familes to the ln lune lan 
number of ſixe hundred perſons, hound for Guiana, but that 
it pleaſed God, that by meanes of that right honourable ſer- 
uice moſt reſolutelie performed in the ſea · fight, and ſacking 
of Cadet, the ſhips, wherein they ſhould haue beene conuey- 
ed, were conuerted into aſhes: what might it fignifie ? Cer- 
tes as it doth euidentlie prooue, that c Dorado hath vn- 
doubted credite and account in their iudgements: ſo poin- 
teth it at vs,whileſt we onlie to entertaine idle time, ſit li- 
ſtening for Guan newes , and inſtantlie forget it, as if it 
were nought els, but a pleaſing dreame of a golden —

Or is their land not able 
to ſuſtain theit numbers of people ? Tney buy many ſlaues 
to follow their husbandrie, and themſelues diſdainiug baſe 
idleneſſe and beg gerie, do all honour militarie profeſsion, 
highlic eſteeming it, in their mercenarics and ſtrangers. 
Is it then want of abilitie, in thoſe that are willing? lacke of 
incouragement. Or default of ſpeedie order and direction 
for thoſe that doe voluntarile offer themſelues, their ſub- 
{tance, and beſt indcuour to further this cauſe; that ma- 
keth vs to be thus coated by the Spaniard ?.The firſt is no 
queſtion, The latter neetleth no anſwere. Ihe profit then

tinding that there is noſudden alteration in anie part of the 
coaſt and that the ſea is ſmootheſt nere the land, we alwaies 
at night ſought to ancor in three or tour fadam And doubt 
leſſe as the hand of God is woonderfull in all his workes : ſo 
heerin his mercifull prouidence is moſt admirable that vpon 
a leigh (hore, ſubic to a perpetuill eaſterlie g . le, neither 
much wind can endanger ſhipping, by reaſon that the foule 
heauie water is not capable ot ychement motion, and the 
ſofte light oaſe, if they touch, cannot bruiſe them: nor 
is there anie ieopardie in being wind · bound or imbayed: 

for the moſt forcible windes make the greateſt loud tydes, 
whereby the freſhets when they take their ordinarie courſe 
ofebbe, doe grow ſtrong and ſwift, ſetting ditectlie off to 
ſea againſt the uind. We by turning went cleare of all bayes: 
howbert in this caſe, as al o in the riuers, the vie of a droue 
lay le ſeemeth a good aud readie help. The firſt place wher- 
in we anccred. vas in the mouth of Aroma. a taite & great 
riuer. It ſtandeth in one degree and fourtie mmutes: for. 
we fell ſo farre to the ſouthwards by your Lordthips dire · 
ction. The bar without hath at the leaſt fadam, at the 
ſholdeſt place. when it is low ebb Ihe depth within is eight 
and ten fadam. The water alwayes brackiſh. We found not 
anie inhabitantes inthis place neere the ſra coaſt. I omit 
here to recite the names of the nations that are borderers, 
their tones, Captaines and com nodities that their coun · 
tries doe yeelde, as alſo the ſoundinges, ty des, and — 
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coaſt lyeth &c. thinking it fitteſt to reduce theſe difioyned 
and ſcattered remembtances to one place. As we paſſed we 
alwaies kept the ſhoare within view and ſtopped the flouds, 
ſtill ancoring at night in three ot foure tadam. Whenwee 
came to the north · bed lad ot this bay(u hich we named { ape 
Cecyl) ve ſave to nigh mountaines like tuo llandes but 
they ioyne with the mayne. In this tract lying north north- 
weit neere 60. leagues there tall into the ſea, theſe ſeuetall 
riuers Arrowerr, /rarioco, Aaigpare, Comarnt, 

roghi We amcored in two fadam not far from theſe hilles 20 
filled all our cas ke with treſh water by the ſhip fide. tor in 
—_ 39. miles from the mouth of anic — freſh and 
good This ſecond bay extendeth it ſelte aboue 30 leagues to 
the weſtward, & contameth within it theſe riuers Arcooa, Hl 
apoca,Wanaer,C aparvacka,Cans. Can eva, Maturie:f{ avroxn 
Gurafſawmihereleawng the ſhip at ancor, I toołe into the 
boat eh Prowett,my [ndi-r Interpreter, oh Lynſer and 8, 

or nine others, intending to ſearch ſome of theſe riuers, and 
to ſeeke ſpeech with the /ndraxrs. In at the foot ol the 
Eaſtermoſt mountaine, where the river talleth into the ſca, 
we tound twentie or thirtie houſes, but not inhabited. Wee 
ſtaved there hut one night. Wanars we ouerpaſſed becauſe 
the entrance is rockie and not deep. In Capperwacka we ſai- 
led ſome fourtie miles but could fee no Ind. At one of 
their portes vnder the fide ot a hill we took in ſo much Bra - 
ſill wood as our boat could carie. amongſt other trees 1 wee 
_. cutdowneoneforan e, which 1 doe vetilie belecue 
to bee the ſame forte of Sinamon, which is fonnde in the 
tet of Magellane. From Capwrwacka wee paſſed to 
Cano, and there met with a Canes, wherein were two . 
2. It was long time before we could procure them to come 
neere vs. for they doubted leaſt we were Spamuſh . When my 
interpreter had perſwaded them the contrarie, and that wee 
came from Eg land, they without farther ſpeech or delay. 
brought vs to #areo their ( — W $9"

molt frendly : and then at large declared vnto vs, that he 
was latelic chaſed by the Spaniardfrom Ara 74 , one of the 
neighbour riuers to Re/eara, or Orenogque: 2d that hauing 
burnt his owne houſes, and deſtroyed his his fruites and — 
dens, he had left his countrey and townes to be poſſeſſed by 
the Arraccus who are a vagabound nation of Indianvhich 
finding no certaine place of abode of their oune, do for the 
moſt part ſerue and follow the Spanraydes, He ſhewed mee 
that he was of the nation ofthe Ia. ho are a might 
ple, and of late time were Lordes of all the ſea coaſt 10 d Ee 
as / rrzidads,which they like wiſe poſſeſſed. Howbeit, that 
with a generall conſent, when — firſt began to 
borrow ſome of their wiucs: they all agreed to change thea 
habitation, & doe now live vnitedfor the moſt' part ds 
the river of Amazons, But the eſpeciall cauſe of his pteſent 
remooue was, becauſe two or three yeares paſt, twenty Spa- 
iarde; came to his towne, and ſought to — his beſt wife 
from him: but before they caried her away, hee at time and 
place of aduantage killed halfeof them: the reſt fled, molt 
of them fore hurt, Now in this caſe he thought t belt to 
dwel far ynough from them. Your /ndior Pilot Ferdinaras, 
who conducted you by Aman, and now abidcth ncere the 
head of Deſſckeebe , is one of this mans ſubicfts: By whom 
(as it may ſeeme) hee hath taken good notice of our Prins 
ceſſe and country, For he deſcended more particularlie to 
inquire what forces were come with vs, aſſuting ine of the 
$249 /ardr being in Trimd udo, and that the ſydiausour friend! 
berwixthope and feare haue earneſt expected our return 
from England theſe foure or five moneths. When had an- 
ſwered him, that at our departure we ieſt no-$24z4ardr aliue 
to annoy them; that we now came onlie to diſoouer & trade 
with them and that if her Maie ſtie ſhould haut ſent a power 
ot men here no enemie vas to reſiſt, the —— — 
haps imagine, that we came rather to inuade. then to 
them, He replyed that this courſe very well ſorted with the

In this variety ot 
good!y rivers, Amonna amongſt the reft unſelfe 
into the (ca in a large and deepe chandel : his ſwiſtnes ſuf- 
fereth no barre, nor refuſeth any ſhipping of chat burthen 
ſocuer they be:within his mouth for good and hopefull re- 
ſpectes is port Burley placed. The inhabitants that dell 
Eaſtward, doe neuet paſſe lowet then Ferbice to trade. A- 
boue Curttini in the woods they gather great quantities of 
honey. Farther to the Eaſtwardthen Deſſetebe no Spaniard 
tuet trauelled. In which reſpect, and that no ſea · card that l 
haue ſeene at anie time doth in any ſart neere a truth, de- 
ſcribe this coaſt; I thoughe the libertie of impoſing Engliſh 
names to certaine places of note, ob right to belong vnto 
out labours; the ratherbecauſe oc thereby offcreth : 
itlelte,gr4tefullic to acknowledge the honor due vnto them 
that haue bene, and I hope will {till continue, faudurers of 
this enterprize . The ſadiant toſhew the worthines of Deſe- 
rel ſor it is verie large and full of Hands in the mouth) do 
call it the brother of Orenagur. It lyetli Southerly into tho 
land, and from the mouth of it vnto the head, they paſſe in 
twentie dayes: then taking their prouiſion they carie ic 
on their ſhoulders one dayes iourney: afterwards they re- 
turne for their Canoas;; and beare them likwiſe to the fide 
of a lake, which the ani call Ropenowini, the Charibes , Pa- 
rime;which is of ſuch bigneſſe that they know no difference 
between it and the maine ſea. There be infinite numbers 
of Canoas in this lake, and (as it is no other then 
that, wherean Mao ſtandeth: In this riuer ich wee 
now call De:oritsa;the Spaniards dot imend to build them a 
towne. In Mornga it was, that they hunted Wares and lus 
people, about halfe 2 yeere. ſince. Arromailaris, who 
wen ſo great credit by ouerth the Tiuitiuas of Ama- 


„ and making free — riyerſat nowagaine 
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liueth in diſgrace , by reaſon that the Charibes of Guarnipe, 
haue killed moſt of his followers,and burnt his townes,was 
preſent wich them, and tooke away manie ot the womenof 
that place. Arracurri, another Iudiam of the nation of the 
Arwacea inhabiting in Bauma, was likewiſe preſent, and 
conducted the Spaniards to all the Irdiav dwellings. They 
were not of Anthonie de Berres his companit , that followed 
thischaſe, but were the Spaziarges of Alargue u, and the 1, Span. 
Caraccas with whom Santiago, fot ſaking his governor Ber- ,,q * — 
reo, ioyned himſelfe. For which fact he now lycth iu fetters ſi unde th the 
at . 7 1inid ado , euery day expecting ſentence of death, The Guiana lan-

When Berreo,hauing loſt his men, was left with Fahr. 485 fache

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— ae ſelf, whom at all times, you knew eaſilie how to 
iſtreſſe: and that therefore it might bee behoouefull for 
his maieſtie to reuoke Herres his graunt, and to vie their ſer 
uice , who were readie and willing without anie delay to 
vndertake the charge. Theſe newes being at large ampliſi 
ed, and deliuered to the king: Dinge de Vere, Bereo his 
Camp. maſter, who was ſent into Syame, fine monethes be- 
fore your arriual to Trmidado , with a ſufficient quantitie of 
golde , gotten out of Guiana, to leuie and furniſh 505, 
men, hauing gotten knowledge of this practiſe ſo ſollicteds 
this c2uſe in Bereo his behalfe that preſent order was giuen 
for the victualing and manning of ren ſhips to bee ſent to 
Bereo: and farther , this golde bore ſuch waighr, that. the 
king commanded other 18. of his ſhips toſtop at Trinde- 
do, and not tofollow their other diretions before they ſaw 
thar place ſecured from enemies. 

Berreo ſuppoſing that theſe Gouernours in ſending with 
fach ſpeed into Spame,meant him no good:to a ue his 
care and conſtancie, & that he neuer would yeeld vnder the 
burthen of his aduerſe fortune; giuing no time or breath to 
his aduerſaties nor himſeltʒreturned torthwith to Carapare 
his port, onlie with fifteenemen,being the ſcattered rem- 
nant of thoſe, whs you lately diſpoſſeſſed of 7rmidad4p. Theſe 
Gouernoursfollowed him, and aſſuring themſelues of — 
ſent imployment from their king, pating the time 
of their direction: to be returned from Spain, entered the 
Guiana with their men, with full determination to murther 
Bereo, and to diſpatch all his companie. They indeed killed 
two or three, but Bereo fled towards Caroli,where he ſtayed 
hoping for ſuccour from his ſonne Anthonie de Cemenes , to 
come downe the riuer from Naewo Reyno de Granado, The 
AMargneritanes with their accomplices buſied themſclues, 
ſome in ſearching the countrie, others in purueying of vi- 
Atuals out of the riers that doe lie Eaſtward,of which num- 
ber theſe were, that entered into Mornga with 20. Canoes 
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Santiago paſſed vp into Topioveries countrie, and there 
tooke Francis Sparrowe: Sir George Gifford his man priſoner, 


who with plentie of golde ran is life, and is now a- 
biding in C»maney, This done, they all returned to Trixs- 
dado, and began to build their tone there, when wnbap- 
happilie to their ſmall comfort the 28. ſayles arriued, and 
tooke Santiago priſoner. The other Actors in this Enterlude 
vaniſhed , and in Canoes Fe Marg uerita and Croma- 
ve againe. Eighteen of the ſaid ſhips leauing all thinges in 

order, — from 75 — to follow — 
directions: ten doe yet remaine fortifying at Conqucralua, 


and expecting our comming. 
This particular relation I had from an Indian, ſeruant to 
Berreo, that could ſpealce iſh, whom I tooke in the ri - 


uer. He is of the nation of the Jas, and from a child bred yp 
with Berres.l gaue him trade to buy him a Cauoa to returne 
into his countrie, and ſo left him glad, that hee had met 


with vs. 

Now the Indiam of Moruga being chaſed from their d wel- 
lings, do ſeełe by all means poſzible, to accorde all the Na- 
tions in one, ſo to inuade the Armacc , who were guides to 
the Spamard:, in ſhewing their townes, aud ing them, 
For they are fullie perſwaded, that by driuing theſe Arwac» 
cas, whoſerue the Spa for a great parte of this nation 
doth alſo hate, or not know them) out of their territories, 
and Trinidado, the Spaniard: tor want of bread , will be infor- 
ced to ſeeke habitation farther of, or at the leaſt in time con- 
ſume and be waſted, 

The 6. day of Aprill weecame to an ancor within the 
mouth of the river Ralaava, hauing ſpent twentie and three 
dayes in diſcouerie vpon this coaſt. The channell ofthis ri- 
uer hath ſixe or ſeuen fadam nine or ten miles off at 
ſca, the barre lyeth farther out, and at low water hath not 
full two fadam. It highes not aboue fiue foote, tata 
ſpring tyde. We ancored in ten 1 firſt night: the 
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next morning twelue Canoas came vnto vs, furniſhed & pro- 
uided of victualles after their manner for the warres, Their 
Captaines names were Anaura, and Aparwa, Theſe Caſſiques 
when the Spaniards made the laſt inrode in thoſe parts, were 
in the Inland amongſt the /»arewakerie their neighbors, by 
which occaſion hauing loſt ſome of their wines(for notwit|:- 
ſtanding their profeſsion of Chriſtianitie, ſome of theſe Spa- 
niards keep ten or twelue women, thinking themſelues wel 
and ſurelie bleſſed, how ſoeuer they line, it their tone and 
houſes be religiouſlic croſſed) they kept together thirtic 
Cano u, hoping at our comming,which they had now long 
expected to recouer this loſſe vpon them, and the Arwarcas 
who in their abſence had done this wrong. They ſhewed 
me this their purpoſe, and required to be ioyned in league 
of friendſhip with vs againſt our enemies. When of them 
I had learned ſo much ofthe preſent eſtate of the country, 
as they did know: they demanded whether we had brought 
no more forces with vs, but onely one ſhipꝛ l anſwered them 
as before I did the others, that we now came onlie to trade, 
not knowing vntil this preſent that any Spaniards wer in the 
Cuiana; that vpon our returne our whole Fleete will ha- 
ſten to (et forwards, and that in the meane time, we woulde 
no viſite our friends and help them ſo farre as we could 
in anie thing, that we ſhould finde needfull preſently to be 
done. After long diſcourſe (for their chief man ſtayed with 
me all night) when hee had cauſed mee to ſpit in my right 
hand with manie other ceremonies which they vſe in con- 
fitming friendſhip, he went to the ſhoare,and one of his Ca- 
nous he ſent to bring forwards the other twentie: one other 
he cauſed to go vp the riuer hefore vs, to bring intelligence. 
Then call ing together the cheif of his companie, they made 
{mall fyers, and fitting in their Hamaccas, each one ſorted 
himſelt with a companion, recounting amongſt themſelues 
the worthieſt deeds, and deathes of their Anceſtors, execra- 
ting their enemies molt deſpightfullie, & magnifyin aac 
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friendes with alltitles of praiſes and honour , that may bee 
deuiſed.Thas they fit talking, and taking Tobacco ſome two 
howers , and vntill their pipes bee all ſpent (for by them 
they meaſure thetime of Lo their ſolemne conterence) no 
man mult interrupt, or diſturbe them in ante forte : for this 
is their religion, and prayers, which they nowe celebrated, 
keeping a preciſe faſt one whole day in honour of the great 
Princeſſe ot the North their Patroneſſe & Defender. Their 
C anos being made readie they accompanied vs, and in the 
way ſh vs, here the ſhoalds of the riuer doe lie. By this 
Captaine I learned that Muchiſeri is the name of the coun- 
trie where ¶Macuregueraũ the firſt towne of the Empire of 
Guiana, that lycth towardes Kaceara, is ſeated in a faire and 
excceding large plaine, belowe the high mountaines that 
bearc Northweſterly from it, that it is but three dayes ior. 
ney diſtant from ¶ arapana his porte : and that Monoa is but 
ſixe daies farther. That they themſelues doe paſſe in three 
dayes into the countrie of the /marewakertes by the riuer A- 
mac ur, which though it be not the directeſt, yet is it the rea- 
dieſt way to Aacureguerai for that which leadeth by Cara- 
pana his dwelling . is in ſome places difficult, and mountey · 
nous. That a nation of clathed people, called Caſſanari, doe 
dwell not far from the place, where the river doth faſt take 
the name of Orenogue, and that farre witlin, they border vp- 
on a ſea ot ſalt water, named Parime. That a great tuer cal - 
led MHacurmini, paſſeth through their countric into Oreno- 
gue. That Manoa ſtandeth twentie dayes journey rom the 
mouth of H iapoco: ſixteene dayes from Zarma: thirteene 
daves from Amacur, and ten dayes from A atoors, That the 
beſt way vnto it, is not by Aſacureguerai, becauſe it is in 
ſome places comberſome and rockie, That of all otbers the 
( haribesthat dwell high vp in Orenogue , knowe moſt of the 
inland and of thoſe nations, & that they ſpeak no other lan- 
ge , then ſuch as Joh your Interpreter doth well vnder- 
Rand, He certified me of the headleſſe men, and chat their 
C3 mouthes 
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mouthes in their breaſts are excecding wide. Ihe name of 
their nation in the Charibes language Chiparemai, and the 
Gutanians call them Ei, What I haue heard of a 
ſorte of people more monſtrous, l omitto mention, becauſe 
it is no matter of difficulcie to get one of them, and the re- 
port otherwiſe will appear fabulous. Laſtlic, he told me of 
an Inland riuer, named Can, adioyning to eAratoori, 
and that the Cue mountaines, where Caraparadwelleth, 
are hardlie acceſsible. That the Amapagotor haue images of 
gold of incredible bigneſſe, and greate ſtore of vnmanned 
horſes ot tlie Caracihis breed: and that they dwell ftiue dayes 
iourny vp the riuer about Carali. We with our fleet of Canoes 
were now not farre frõ Carapanas port, when our intelligen- 
cer returned & informed vs that ten Spaniardes were lately 
gone with much trade to Barima,wher theſe Ind: ans dwelt, 
to buy Caſſava bread: and that within one day two other Ca 
0.44 of Spaniards were appointed to come by the riuer A4 
mana, to Carapara his porte. Vpon this ion they took 
counſell, and in the end deſired toreturne to their houſes, 
leaſt tne Spaniards finding them from home, and imagi - 
ning that they did purpoſelie abſent themſelues, ſhould take 
away Heir wiues , and ſpoile their dwellings. They farther 
reſolued. if it were polsible to cut them off, Which after- 
wards:heydid p For when they were diſperſed in 
their houſes ſeeking Caſſaua: ſuddenlie at one time, in all 
places tney were aſſoulred,and not one of themeſcaped. Ca- 
rapaxa, vhoſe hande was in laying this plot, ſent vs this 
newes, as we returned downethe riuer, The two other Ca- 
4 that came from 7 rinidado by Amana , notwithſtanding 
that we kept a league before the ſhip with our boates,ſawe 
the ſhip before we had fight of them, and preſentlie with all 
ſpeed went to Berreoto aduertiſe him of our comming. He 
foorthwith diſpatched two or three to Trenida- 
4e. One of his Cano met with our Spie, w the Indi- 
ans of Bariwe had left to goe with vs: they rifled him of his 
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victuals.gaue him knives,and diſmiſſed him, 

In 8. 4ayes ſayling ſtill before a wind we arriued at Topi- 
amariet porte, in all which time no Indian that wee knewe 
came aboord vs. For the time of our returne promiſed at 
your Lordihips departure from thence, being expired; they 
in diſpair ſeuered thẽſelues amongſt the other nations. Here 
the Spaniards haue ſeared their & arceri4 of ſome twentie 
or thirtie houſes, The high rockie llande, that ly eth in the 
middeſt of the tiuer, agaimſt the mouth of C is their fort 
or refuge, v hen they miidoubt ſafetie in their ton, or haue 
notice ot any practiſe againſt them: but nowe leauing both 
tow ne and iland, they ioyned themſelues altogetber, and re- 
tirmg to the mouth of the riuer C, placed there a ſecret 
ambuſh,to de fend rhe paſſage ro thoſe mines from whence 
your Oare and white ſtones weretaken the laſt yeare : Wee 
all not without griefe to ſee our ſelues thus defeated , & our 
hungrie hopes made voide, were witneſſes of this their 
remooue. As we road at an ancor within musket ſhot of their 
towne,an Indian came vnto vs with leane cheekes , thinne 
haire,and aſquinteye, to informe vs that they were verie 
ſtrong, that Berreo his ſon was with him, that they had but 
two ſmall Pynnaces at Trinidado, which they davlie looked 
for to come vp the river,and laſtlie to view our ſhip wel, and 
our prouiſion, but eſpecialhe to learne whether Gero, To- 
pia arte his ſonne were with vs, 

This Informers verie countenance gaue him to bee ſuſ- 
peed, and therefore partlie by threatning, partlie by pro- 
miſe of reward we won him to confeſſe the trueth. Which 
he did, aſſuring vs that Beyres had not full 5 . men with him, 
whereof twentie came lately from 7 rimdado: tv entie from 
Nucus Rey uo, and the reſt hed brougt with him about ſme .. 
moneths fince,when he fled from Car«pana bis port, & was 
driven with his ſmall companie to keepe the foteſaid Hand 
neer Cero/i, And that though now his number is thus increa- 


ſcd,yct dareth he not aduenture at any time to leaue thefaſt 
woods, 
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woods,and to goe but halfe a league from his holde into the 
plains. That ſome feu of the Arwaceas are abiding with him 
That he dailie looketh for his ſonne from V Remo, for 
his Campemaiſter from 7744444, and for horſes from the 
Caraccas. That Top rte 1s dead: the Indians of tnat coalt 
all led,and diſperſed. excepting the ſonne of one Curmatoi, 
and another woman of account, whom the Spaniards hold 
priſoners, for conſenting tothe death of their nine men, & 
the holie Frier in Morel te his time. This Cærmatos is fled 
7 towards Gua, and is a man ot ſpeciall note amongſt the 
f Tepiawaric Indians. That /ziakonarie *Greltero his neere kinſman, hath 
lus /onne. held thecountry to bis vſe, by his fathers appointment, euer 
ſince your being in the riuer. That chere are ten 
11 manie Spaniards at 7-#ndads, That theIndians our friendes 
| did feare, leaſt you with your companie were all flaine, and 
your ſhips ſunke at Ci (for lo the Spaniards noyſed it 
amongſt them.) that ſome of Cualiero his trinds with Puty4 
. ma, were in the mountaines not farte from the hill Ai. And 
f that Berreo had (ent for ſixe pecces of ordinance, which hee 
meant to plante, where they might beſt commaynd the 

river, 

When we had ſtayed here twodayes , conſidering that 
where no hope was left of doing good: to abide there in 
barmes way doing nothing, would be bootleſſe: I reſolued 
to ſeek Putijma in the mounteines : and turning downe the 
riuer with the force ot the ſtreame ſome twentie miles in 

| ſixe houres: the next morning with tenne ſhot I went a- 
ſhore, intending if the nin ſhould thiake themſelues too 
weake, with our helpe to diſplant the Spaniardes : to ſet 

l ſome of them on worke tor hatchets and kniues to returne 

'F 1-5 vs gold graines , and white ſtones from ſuch places, as they 

5 ä ſhould be directed vn'5. When we came to the place of their 

| | vſuall abode : we ſawe that they latelic had bene there, but 
could ſpeake with none ofthem It may be that feare(which 

is ealic of belcefe )perſwaded them that 1 
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niards, Gilbert my Pylot, here offered to bring vs eyther to 
the myne of white ſtones neere //micapors, or els to a golde 
myne,which Patyma had ſhewed him, being but one dayes 
iourney over land, from the place where we now ſtayed at 
an ancor, I ſawe farre off the mountaine adioyning to this 
golde mine and hauing meaſured their paths nere the ſame 
place this laſt yeare, could not iudge it to bee fit eene miles 
trom vs. | doe well remember how comming that way with 
Putijma the yeare before he pointed ro this ſame mountain 
making ſigns to haue me go with him thither, Ivnderſtood 
his ſignes, and marked the place, but miltooke his meaning, 
imagining that he would haue ſhewed mee the ouertall of 
the riger Curwera from the mountains. My d a ſhe ved me 
in what ſort without diging they gather the gold in the ſand 
of a {mall riuer, name Macawm, that ſpringeth and falleth 

from the rocks, where this mine is. And tarther told me, that 

he was with Petij na, at what time Aſorck to was to be exe · 
cuted by the Spaniards, & that then the cheif of · Horebito his 

friends were in conſultation, to ſhew this mine vnto thẽ, if ſo 
they might redeem their Captains life; but vpõ better aduiſe, 
ſuppoſing them in this caſe to bee unplacable, and that this 
might prooue a means to looſe not only their king, but their 
country alſo: they haue to this day concealed it from them, 
being of all others the richeſt, and molt plentifull The a- 

ged ſort, to keep this from common knowledge, haue devi- 

{ed «fable of a dangerous Dragon that haunteth this place 

and deuoureth all that come ncer ir But our /ndian , it when 
we returne, we doe bring ſtore of ſtrong wine (which they 
loue beyond meaſure) with it will vndertake o to charme 
this Dragon, that he ſhall do vs no harme. 

I, that for this end came from home, and in this iourney 
had taken much more paines to leſſe purpoſe, would verie 
gladlie from this mountaine haue taken ſo good a proofe 
to witnes my being in the countrey: but withall conſide- 
ring that not one Indian of our knowne friendes came vn- 
to vs:that Don [uar the coſen of Gualtero, who liueth — 
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euolt from the Spaniard* was now in election to bee chicte 
commander of all the Indian forces in thoſe partes, cannot 
in pollicie, for Galtero his ſake, whoſe inheritance he ſought 
to vſurpe, be a faſt friend vnto vs: that the Spaniards abiding 
in Minicapora (tor there were ten) might well before wee 
could doe any thing, and returne cauſe ſome others of Be- 
reo his men to ioyne with them, in the way to intercept vs: 
and forethinking withall, that there being no meanes, but 
by our ſeluts to make known our diſcouertie, if we returned 
not; in our misfortune the hope of following this voyage 
would be buried: but beſides all this, and the reſpeR of ſuch , 
ſpyals, as the Spaniards kept to obſetue our dooings, fore- 
knowing that it the enemie ſhould by our lingring ſtop our 
paſlage,which in one or two places of aduantage fewe of 
them might eaſilie doe: it would be a queſtion how with our 
ſhip to get out of the riuer, except firſt wee could remooue 
them: I thought it belt (all other poſsibilities ſet apart) to 
ſecke in time to bee free from the hazard of the forſaid euil 
aſlages, 

Whilel! we were ſearching at the ſhore for the Iadient my 
barge took a Canoa,with three men in her: the one a ſeruant 
to Herreoſas before is mentioned.) the other two marchants 
of Caſſava, They had a lette. ſent from the Guuernour to be 
coueied to 7rinidado: wich I receiued. There was alſoa great 
hatchet , and twentie kniues, wherewith this Indian ſeruant 
ſhould buy a Canoa, and hyre Indians to carie her vp the ri- 
ver towards Nucuo Reyne, This Causa forſooth with foure 
others was to be ſent to bring downe Berreo his ſonne with 
all his forces, which now haue bene I think, full three yeares 
in preparing, It hue ſuch boates be ſufficient to conuoy him 
his men, and all their prouiſion: it may ſeeme, hee commeth 
with no great ſtrength. 

This ſeruant, as he was a man of eſpeciall truſt, and neer 
Berreo: ſo appeared hee to haue ſome inſight in his procee- 
dings. Hee ſhewed mee that the Indians N theſe 
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Ekniĩues ſhould be hired, were to paſſe vp ſo high , as where 
ſome of the Caſſanari do dwell in ſmall villages. That Bere 
his purpoſe was, when they came thither to leaue them 
there, and make them his chiefe Officers ouer the other 
Indians: and intheir places ſome of the Caſanar; ſhould te- 
turn, who likewiſe ſhould be made luſtices and Conſtables 
ouer them of Gn: that from 7 vinidado he meant to re- 
mooue molt of the old inhabitants,that would be tractable; 
and interpoſe them amongſt the C a ſunarians Of Guiana, 
and the Gan of the { aſ/anari,That the Arwaccas ſhould 
wholly poſſeſſe Trinidado, and the riuer fide of Rgleara, 
That they alreadie were prouided of threeſcore Negroes,to 
worke the mines in theſe places, And that by this meanes 
Berreo hoped to keepe theſe ſeuerall nations in mutual en- 

mitie each againſt other, all to ſerue his turne, and neuer to 
become ſtrong, or likelie to ioine thẽſelues againſt him. He 
farther ſhewed me that Topia varie ſoone after our depar- 
tuce from the river, fled into the mountaines carrying 
Hugh Godwyn with him, and leauing a Subſtitute in his 
countrie, as aforeſaid:and that the next newes they heard 
of him was, that he was dead, and the Engliſh boy eaten by 
a Tyger. That the Spaniardes beleeue neither the one, nor 
the other. That about the end of Iune, when the riuer thall 
be impaſſable, the ten ſhips ſhail depart from Trinidado. And 
that Berres euer ſince his comming to G na, hath ſpent 
his time altogether in purueying of victuals, whereof there 
is ſuch ſcarſitie, by reaſon that the Indians forſaking their 
houſes,haue not this half year planted any of their grounds, 
that the Spaniards are inforced to ſeeke their bread far off, 
and content themſelnes to liue with little. 

In ſailing vp the riuer, we paſſed by Toparimackshis port, 
which in one place is verie ſhoald, the channell lying cloſe 
aboord the ſhoure. We returned therfore another way by 
the maine riuer on the South ſide: this branch we founde 


large, deep, and without danger. When we were come nere 
D 2 Carapana 
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Cararana his port: he ſent fire or ſixe ſeuctall Cana, pro 
miſing this day and the next, that he would come aud (peak 
with vs. Thus we lingred fix or ſeuen daies, but he came not. 
In the end hee ſent one of his aged followers, to certifie vs, 
that he was ſicke,olde and weake: that the wayes neere his 
dwelling are not eaſie: and that therefore he deſircd vs to 
hold him excuſed for not comming, This olde man dilated 
vnto vs,that Carapana in hope ot our returne hath euer ſince 
your Lord(hips being in that ec untrie, kept the mountains, 
where the Spaniards can hardlie anie way inforce him; that 
they haue taken from him and his people, manic of their 
wiues, becauſe they refuſed to furniſh them weekelie with a 
certaine proportion of bread and viaualles : that Don Iuan 
otherwiſe called &pararano hath the commandement of all 
his ſubiectes, excepting onelie achoiſe guarde of men ſuffi- 
cient to keep the place hee now du elleth in. That it repen- 
teth him of his ambition, euer to haue ſought by the Spani- 
ards meancs . to haue enlarged his countries and people. 
For true it is that from the beginnin? he was a Lord ot no 
other then ordinarie pou ex amongſt them, vn: il he had en- 
tered into frinedſhip with Berreo: for then the Indians on 
all ſides left ſome their habitations, and manie their com- 
manders to become his ſubiectes, that ſo they might haue 
the priuiledge to trade with the Spaniards for hatchets and 
knives, which are rate iewels of great price amongſt them. 
that he now ſawno other choiſe, but that the / dn mult, 
if they will doe well, without farther diſſembling of their 
nec eſsitie, either entertaine vs their friends, or els giue place 
to the Spaniards their enemies For the plentie of golde that 
is in this countrie, being now known and diſcouered, there 
is no poſsibilitie for them to keepe it: on the one ſide; they 
could feele no greater miſerie, nor feare more extremitie, 
then they were ſure to finde, if the Spaniardes preuayled, 
who perforce doe take all thing: from them, vſing them as 
theit ſlaues, to runne, to rowe, to be their guides, to 2 
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their burthens,and that which is worſt of all, to be content, 
for ſaftie of their liues, to leaue their women, it a Spaniard 
chaunce but to ſet his eie on anie of them to fancie her: on 
the other ſide; they could hope for, nor deſire no better ſtate 
and vſage, then her Maieſties gracious gourrnment, and 
prince lis vertues do promiſe, and aſſure vnto them. For, 
ſaid he, when the other yeare,we fled into the mountains, 
and meaſuring your doinges by the Spaniardes in like caſe, 
madeno other account, but that your Commander being 
able, as he was, would doubtleſſe haue perſecuted vs tothe 
vttermoſt, as the onlie maintaineres and ſupporters of 
your enemies, and would at the leaſt, if hee could not teach 
vs, take our townes, and make vs ranſome our wiues and 
children: we found it farre otherwiſe,and that none of your 
well gouerned companie durſt offer any of vs wrong or vi- 
olence,no nat by ſtealth when vnkno ne they might haue 
done it. We then beleeuing it to be true, that your grand 
Captaine reported of his Princeſſe, tooke this for a good 


. = of her rovall commandement and wiſedome , that 
a 


d framed her ſubiects to ſuch obedience, and of your hap- 
pineſle , that enioyed the benefite thereof: that Carapana 
weighing the good and triendlic courſe of our proceedings, 
doth humblie craue of her Maieſtie for himiſelt and his peo- 
ple, that with the reſt of the /r4ians, which wholiie depende 
on her princelie regard towards them zhee alſo may enioy 


her tauourable protection. that he doth this, not as a man 


letr vnto himſclfe.2nd forſaken by the Spamards, but as one 
tat knoweth their iniuſtice hateth theit cruelties, & taketh 
it fos his belt choiſe, vtterlie to diſclaime their friendihip. It 
may bee pertinent as ſurelie it is a thing worth the noting) 
to confider how this preſident, of your moderation & good 
order,which to vs ſeemeth a matter but of ſmal, and ordina- 
rie reſpect, hath both alienated their hearts altogether from 
the Spaniard , and ſtirred vp in them true loue and admi- 


ration therof, For as gouetnment is the only bond of com- 
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mon ſocietie : ſo to men lau leſſe, that each one to another 
are, Omnes hoc iure moleſti, quo fortes: Io men, I ſay, that liue 
in daylie tumultes, feares , doubtes , ſuſpitions, barbarous 
cruelties, neuer ſleeping ſecure, but alwates either drunke,or 
practiſing one anothers death: to ſuch men as theſe be, who 
wanting diſcipline,iuſtice,& good ordert to confirme them 
in a quiet and peaceable courſe of liuing knowe no: where 
to find it: the ſence and ſweetneſſe thereof, is as the deve of 
Hermon: it is as tie harmonie of a well tuned Inſtrument : 
to be briefe, it carieth in it ſelte not onlie a due and worthie 
commendation ʒbut is auavleable without ſtroke ſtriking 
to gaine a kingdome, For the Indian: in all partes within and 
neere the uiana, doe offer their ſeruice, and promiſe to 
pany victuall, and what els their countrie yeeldeth , de- 
+. wing onlie that ſome force of men may remaine with them, 
to deltuer them from oppreſsion and tyranme, And now by 
generall conſent(though hatchets and kniues bethe onelie 
things of requeſt and vſefull vnto them) they haue agreed 
by no means to trade with the Spaniard for anie thing. Far- 
ther, this old man ſhewed me,whece moſt ot their gold cõ- 
meth, that is formed in ſo manic & diuers faſluons: whence 
their Spleene · ſtones and others of all ſortes are to be had in 
plentie: where gold is to be gathered in the ſandes of their 
riuers: from what partes the Spaniards, both by trade, and 
otherwiſe, haue returned much golde, This he vttered with 
Carapana his conſent (I doubt not) hoping thereby to in- 
duce vs to returne againe. For contrarie to their lawe of 
ſecrecie, whichin this caſe they doe all generallic obſerue, 
ſharplie puniſhing the breakers thereof, as enemies vnto 
their natiue countrie: I found this man no whit ſcrupulous, 
but verie free and iiberall of ſpeech in all things. 

And brcauſe we might know, that wee ſhould not want 
handes or helpe, in this or anie other our enterpriſes. if per- 
haps we ſhould find cauſe to paſſe vp to the head of this ri- 
uer: he declared that the Spaniards haue no Indians to truſt 
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vnto but ſome of the Arraccas, which ſince they were not 
manie could be but of ſmal force: That the Charibes of Gua 
nipa, the C:awannas amon gſt the Tiaitimas, the Shebaios,[aos, 
Amazagotos, (aſſpagotos, Putpagotos , Samipagotos, Serowor, 
Eraiguinams,Caſſamari,with the reſt of the nations farre and 
ncere, were all readie, on what ſide ſoeuer the Spaniard (hal 
Nirre, to fight againſt them: that the Pariagoros, through 
whoſe country they muſt firſt paſle,are alone ſufficiẽt to in- 
counter them, ſuch is the ſtrength of theircountrie, and the 
valure of the men. Ihe Indians hold opinion, that they are 
- notable ſorcerers, and inuulnerable, In the mountains where 
they dwell white ſtones are founde of ſuch hardneſſe, that 
by no arte or meanes they can bee pearced : they imagine 
that theſe Pariagotos become inuulnerable, by cating theſe 
ſtones, The fable omitted, happelie they may prooue good 
Diamonds. 

Then hee ſhewed howe the [rarewakeri haue nouriſhed 
graſſe in all places, where paſſage is,theſe three yeates, and 
that it is at this preſent ſo high as ſome ofthe trees; which 
they meane to burne , ſo ſoone as the Spaniard ſhall be with- 
in danger thereof. Laſtlie, he ſhewed mee that Fariarima- 
goto the Emperours chicfe Captaine for thoſe partes, hath 

athered together manie thouſands of the Epuremar,to keep 
the borders of the Empire; and that hee lay now on the 
ſouth ſide of the mountaines, ſome one dayes iourney, or 
little more from the Spaniard, To be ſhort, hee certified 
me, that they all were reſolued not to ſeeke vponthem(for 
indeed they feare their ſhot) but to defend their owne,and 
to expect our comming. Inthe meane time they take op- 
portunities, when they finde anie of them ſtraggling or 
deuided from their ſtrength, by little & little, to leſſen their 
number. 

The place, where we were at an ancor was but one daies 
tourney from Carapara : I therefore made motion to this 
Captaine to ſtaie with two or three of his company aboord 
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the ſhip, & to cauſe his mento bring me with my Interpre- 
ter to Car anana his dwelling: he anſwered that it were not 
good ſo to doe, leaſt perhaps ſome Spie might informe the 
Spantardes thereof, whereby daunger would growe to Ca- 
rapana, For they haue manie times vſed manie meanes to 
reconcile him vnto them: but hee from time to time hath 
dalyed with them, neither proteſsing hunſeltfe their enemy, 
nor in aught/hewing them anie friendſhip. Now ſaid hee) 
if the Spanzard ſhall by anie meanes come to knowledge, 
that you haue conferred together. tliey will take this occali- 
on to perſecute him with all extremitie, as their open ene- 
mie, whom they now neglect, or at the lealt feare not as be- 
ing an harmeleſſe olde man. And for this cauſe onelie hath 
Carapana forborne to come vnto you. 

By this I perceiucd. that to ſtay longer for him( though 
gladlie I could haue bene content to ſpende one ſeuenight 
more to ſpeake with him would bee purpoſeleſle, Where- 
tore hauing aſſured ſo manic of the / adiant, as at anie time 
came vnto s, of our ſpeedie returne. promiſing them plenty 
ol le niues beades, and hatchets , if they would reſerue their 
Caſſana,and prouide ſtore of their peeces of golde for vs: 
deſired this Captaine to bee a meanes that our friendes 
of 7 rimdado might vnderſtand of our being in the riuer, and 
that wee meant to releeue them fo ſoone, as conuent- 
entlie might bee. Hee promiſed in ( arapana his behalte, 
that this ſhould not be forgotten. One of the Captaines of 
the Cyawanna, who doe now dwell in the river Aramamo, 
neere 7Trinidads,vndertooke alſo without faile to aſcertaine 
them thereof. 1 was the more carefull herein, becauſe ſo ma- 
ny ſhips being there, i doubted leaſt they would take order 
that no Indian ſhould ſpeake with vs. For ſo indeed it fell 
out. 
This Captain ofthe Cyan came likewiſe to ioyn with 
vs, and had prouided fittcen Canons for that purpoſe Their 
dwelling was lately in Macwreo,wher the Spaniards 2 
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ſtealing onthem, killed twentic of their men, and burnt their 
houſes, becauſe they refuſed to trade with them for certain 
images of gold made with manic heades , which they had 
gotten out of the Gna. I ſent a preſent of Yron to (. 
pana, and then ſet ſaile. 

In turning done the river we ſpent eight daies In ma- 
nie places where the channell lyeth, wee found twentie fa - 
dam depth: where itis ſholdeſt wee had two fadam and a 
halfe, and that but in one or two places, Of the woorthy - 
neſſe of this riuer, becauſe I cannot ſay ynough, I wil ſpeak 
nothing. Wee haue preſumed to call it by the name of 
Re/eaa, becauſe your ſelſe was the fitſt of our nation that e · 
uerentred the ſame, and I thinke it nothing inferiour to A- 
maſencs , which is beſt knowne by the name of Oreliuna, the 
firſt diſcouerer thereof, By turning onlie, without helpe of 
owert, to paſſe ſo long a way, in ſo thorte atime, againſt the 
winde, may ſufficiently prooue, that the channell is verie 
large, good, and likelie to ſecond our hopes in all that we 
can 2 Without the mouth of this riuer, our Pynnace, 
the Diſconerer, whome wee loſt neere the coaſt of England, 
came vnto vs, She fel with this land ſomew hat to the South · 
ward of Cape Cecyl, and had ſpent three weeks and od daies 
in ranging alongſt the coaſt, when ſhe met with vs. Ai, 
Downe the Mailter , informed me that they entred, & ſear- 
ched theſe foure riuers. In #apoce they ſay led ſo farte, vntil 
the rocks Ropped their paſlage. In Ciane they went vp one 
dayes iourny. In Cunamama they found manic inhabitants, 
Curitini was the laſt riuerthey had bene in, Whence, hauing 
no other means to find Nen, they were inforced to bor- 
row a Pilot againſt his wil: whomafterwards I would haue 
returned with reward to his contentment;but he would not, 

Our Engliſh that to ſteale the firſt bleſsing of an vntra · 
ded place, will perhaps ſecretlie haſten thither , may bee be- 
holding to me for this caueat, if they take notice thereof. 
They may be aſſured, that this people, as they no way ſought 
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our harme, but vſed our men with all kindneſſe: ſo are they 
impacient of ſuch a wrong, a3 to haue anie of their people 

rtorce taken from them and will doubtleſſe ſeek reuenge. 
The example of the like practiſe vpon the coaſt of Cie, in 
the yeare 1566, and againe at Domrmica, where Alderman 
mats his ſhip hardlie eſcaped being taken. may ſerue for our 
warning in like caſe to looke for no good, before they bee 
ſatisfied for this imurie. 

When we had taken aboord vs ſuch victuals as were in 
the Pynnace: we ſet fire in her, (for her Rudder could ſerue 
her to no longer vſe)and ſtopping the flouds, plyed to wind- 
ward with the ebbe necre the ſhoare, vntill we were ſixteen 
leagues tothe Faſlward of the riuers mouth ; and then ſtan- 
ding off to ſea, we fell in 24. houres ſayling with Punto Gal- 
{era the Northeaſtermoſt part of Trinidado, But hauing To- 
bacco Iland in fight, we firſt went thither. This Iland is plen- 
tifull of all thinges, and a very good ſoyle. It is not nowe 
inhabited, becauſe the Charibes of Dominica, are euil neigh- 
bours vnto it. They of Trinidado haue a meaning and pur- 
pole to flie thither when no longer they can keep Trmida- 
do. Their onlie doubt is, that when they are ſeated there, the 
Spaziard will feeke to poſſeſſe it alſo, The Gouernour of 
Marguerita went latelie in a pynnace to viewe this Iland, 
Gilbert my Pylot who ſomtimeliued there, noteth it for the 
beſt and fruitfulleſt ground that he knoweth, 

Thence we returned to Punto Gallera and ancored in ten 
fadam vnder the northſide of the Ilande ſome five or ſixe 
miles from the ſaid point. The floud-tyde ſtriketh alongſt 
the coaſt to the Eaſtward verie ſtronglie. Wee diſcharged a 
peece of ordinance, and afterwardes went to the ſhoare in 


our boat: but no Indian came vnto vs. I would have ſent Joh 


of Trinida io to procure ſome of them to ſpeake with vs: but 
he was altogether vnwilling,alleadging that their dwellings 
werefarre withinthe mountaines,and he knew no part 
of that ſide of the 1land.Frs this place we ſet ſaile fot 1 
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but fell with the Granadas , which we found not inhabited, 
S. Vincent we hardly recovered by turning vnder the liegh of 
the land. The Tobacco of this place is good: but the nian 
being Can:ba/r,promiling vs ſtore, and delaying vs from day 
to day, ſought onlie opportunitie to betray,take and eat vs. 

as latelie they had deuoured the whole companie of a 
French (hip. Thus their treacteric being by one ot their ſlaues 
reucaled, from thencefoorth they did all forbeare to come 
vnto vs. Toſitdowne on their lowe ſtooles, when they by 
offring ſuch caſe, will ſeeme to ſhewe curteſie, abodeth 
death to (trangers, that ſhailtruſt them. At Aaralino wee 
fcund not any inhabitants. Laſtlie , Wee came to /Yomunca, 
where we could get no good Tobacco. But hauing intelli- 
gence of a Spaniſh ſhip,that was taking in of freſh.water , at 
the northweſt ſide of the Ilandzwe wayed ancor to ſeek him 
He deſcrying vs, ſtole away by night. The Indians of this 
place haue 1 to * _ with — of 
Guania,againit the Spariards, who lately d. led one of 
their 115ds,$ at our being ther,one of their — returned 
fro unh, & certified vs, chat the ten Spaniſh ſhips at 77% 
nidads , do ride ſome of them at Conguerabia, the reſt at the 
ſmall landes neere the difimboging place. Herehence wee 
ſteered Notth and by Eaſt, taking the directeſt courſe to 
ſhorten our way + 1 F * 

Thus haue I emptied your purſe, ſpendi a 

trauell in following your Lordſhips Hire&ions for the full 
diſcouery of this coaſt and the riuers thereof. Concerning 
the not making of a voyage for your priuate profit, I pre- 
— ec I am, that where I ſought no excuſe, by 
che Spaniards being there, I founde my defect remedileſſe. 
And for mine owne part, l doe proteſt, that if the conſide - 
ration of the publike good, that may enſue, had not ouer - 
poyſed all hopes, and defires: I would rather haue ad- 
ventured by ſuch ſmall and weake meanes as I had, to doe 
well with danger, then to returne onlie with ſafetie. Now 
E 2 although . 
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* although in a cauſe not doubtful! , my allegation is no way 


needfull.: yet becauſe the waightineſſe thereof, and the ex 
pectation of otliers, ſeemeth of due & right to claime ſom- 
thing to be ſaid by me whom your eſpecial truſt and fauovr 
hath credited and graced with this imploywent: Pardon 1! 
(1 beſeech your Honour) if, where my lamp had oile it bor 
row light alſo; and my ſpeech, which is altogether vnſauo- 
rie, ſeaſon it ſelfe with ſome of the leauen of your own diſ- 
courſe touching this diſcouerie. Ihe particular relation of 
ſome certaine thinges , I haue reſerued, as properlie belon- 
ing to your ſelfe, who onlie, as knowing molt, can make 
elt vſe thereof. So much in general! is her touched, as 
¶ hope) may ſerue to refreſh the memorie of this worthie 
enterpriſe in thoſe whom it may concerne, and teſtiſie your 
care and expence in following the ſzme : That in a ſecond 
age, when in time truth ſhall haue credite, and men woon- 
dering at the richeſſe, and ſtrength of this place, which na- 
ture her ſelte hath matueilouſſie fortified,as her chictetrea- 
furc houſe, ſhal mourn and ſigh to hold idle cickles, vhileſt 
others reap,& gather in this harueſt: it be not (aid , that Sir 
Walter Ralegb was of al men living in his d. ies, moſt indu- 
ſtrious in ſceking molt fortunat in attaining to the fulnes of 
an ineſtimable publique good: if. knowing that for enuy & 
priuate reſpectes, hi oh bors were leſſened, his informations 
miſtruſted, his proffers not regarded and the due honour 
of his deſerts imparted to others If (Tſay) ſeeing. knowin 
and bearing all this, hee with —— had perſiſted in 65 
good a way of doing his Princeſſe, and countrie ſeruice;and 
had but perfeRed his firſt diſcouerie by ſending a ſhip, ot 
two for that purpoſe for then ſurelie all lets & doubts bein 
remooued, and fo large a kiugdome, ſo exceeding che l 
lentifull of all things, as this by his diſcourſe appeared to 
, being offered: no deuiſes,and vaine ſurmiſes could haue 
taken place, no illuſions could haue preuayled, it had been 


bliadneſſe and deafneſſe in thoſe that being neere her 
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Miaieſtie: do ſpend their daies in ſeruing the cõmon weale, 
not to ſee, and know in ſo waightie a matter: it had beene 
malicious obſtinacie, impotencie of minde, and more then 
treaſon to the common wealth, the matter ſtanding onlie 
vpon tance, to ſecke either to foreſlowe ſo fit an occa · 
ſion, or forſake ſogenerall a bleſꝭ ing This, if, is nowe cut 
off through a ſingular and incompatable in ouer- 
comming euill with good: This your ſecond diſcouerie hath 
not onlic found a free & open entrance into N aleana, which 
the Naturals call Orenoguc: but moreouer jeeldeth choiſe of 
fourtie ſcuerall yu riuers (the leſſer I doe not recken)bes+ 
ing for the molt part with ſmall veſſels nauigable, tor our 
merchants and others, that doe now ſinde little profit in ſet · 
ting foorth for repriſall, to exerciſe trade in. To ſuch as 
ſhall be willing to aduenture in ſearch of them, I could pro- 
poſe ſome hope of gold mines, & certain affurance of peeces 
of made golde, of Spleen-ſtones,K idney-ſtones, and others 
of better eſtimate: but becauſe our beleefe ſeemeth to bet 
mated in theſe greater matters. & acertaintie of ſmaller pro- 
fits, is the readieſt inducement to quicken out weak hopes:i 
not going ſo far as mine own eyes might warrit me, do onlie 
promiſe in theaforeſaid rivers , Braſil wood, honey, Cotten, 
Bal/amie.& drugs to help defray charges: & farther, becaliſe 
without a begmning there can bee no continuance oftheſe 
benefits vnto our country, to anie that ſhalbe rhe firſt vnder 
takers hereot, iam gladly content, to gi ight &know 
2 as by conferece with the nd haue attained vnto. 
y ſelfe, and the remaine of my few yeares; I haue be- 

thed wholketo A. alan, and all my thoughtes liue only 
in that action. ——.— v hereoſ is init ſelf iuſt pro- 
fieable, and ne ie. luſt: becauſe ũt it intended for the 
defence of harmeleſſe people, who fearing thruldom, und 
oppreſzicn , defire to ptotect themſelues and their coun- 
trey vnder her Maieſties tuition: Profitable , as may — 
thered not onlie by manic Spaniſh letters „ 
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alſo by the proofes mentioned in the diſcourſe of the firft 
diſcouery and ſince that by the Indians owne voluntarie re- 
lations: and lalilie, by the prouiſion that the Spaniardes doe 
make to acquite ys thereof, Neceſſarie it is, as being the 
onlie help to put a byt in the mouth of the vnbrideled Spa- 
mara the onlie way to enter into his treaſurie of Vueuo Rey- 
no, and Pers, the onlie means to animate the wronged /r- 
dians , with our aſsiſtance to ſeeke revenge for the extreame 
murthers and cruelties, whichthey haue endured , and to 
rumate his naked cities in all thole partes of the Inlande, 
whoſe foundations haue beene laid in the bloud of their 
parents and anceſtors, 

The forces that the Spaniard hath alreadie ſent to Trin- 
lado, to fortificthere, and keep the paſſage of this riuer, are 
an euident argument, that the king fearcth and doubteth 
the ſequele of this diſcouerie. For can it bee a ſmall matter? 
or hath he ſo waſte imployment for his men and ſhipping, 
that vpon no ground. he would ſend 28, ſhippes, to keepe 
vs onlie from Jobaccod for whatels that good is can Trim 
dad: yeeld vs?)no, doubtleſſe. it the returne of Berres his 
Campe maiſter with ten of theſe ſhippes, bee compared 
with precedent aduertiſments concerning him: it will ap- 
peare more then probable, that the Gn. golde waged 
theſe men and ſhipping : and that they are now more care-« 
full to obtaine this place, then to keepe others, which they 
haue alreadie gotten, which note except in matters of ex- 


traordinarie account, is not incident to their pollicie and 


proceedings. Againe, it cannot be thought but that either it 
was ſenceleſſe madneſſe in the gouernours of Margerita, 
and the Caracca to bring their ſtates, and liues in queſtion, 
by ſeeking contrarie to their kings order, to enter the Gui · 
aua, and kill Berres witli his his followers: or els the aboun- 
dance of pearle in Aargęuerma, and the golde mines in the 
Caracc u, ſeeming matters of ſmall account : the Guiana on- 


he was in their iudgement, rich, plentifull, and ny 


co Guiana. 
ſelfe to redeeme their treſpaſſe and offence, how great ſoe- 


uer it ſhould be. 4⁴— 

The ſundry attempts and ouerthrowes of the Spaniards 
being men ot power, and honourable place, in Jabburing 
theſe 63, yeares, and vpwai ds to inlarge the kingdome of 
Spaine, with this mightie and great Empire; doe plainlie 
ſhow , that they long time fought a path, where in one mo- 
neth a high way was found: that the loſſe of their ues wit. 
neſſeth their deſires, & the worthineſſe of the thing, where 
to vs the eaſineſſe of obtaining diſcrediteth the greatneſſe of 
the attempt: and that if now at the laſt they doe preuaile, 
they mult holde by tyrannie that which get by the 
ſword; wherethen our returne nothing by the das 1 
more withed for, nothing expected more earneſtly, © 

Thoſe obiections, which haue bene made by manie ſee- 
ming wiſe,and the impeciments likelie to ariſe, as they haue 
fup ſed, are beſt anſwered by the vnreprooued witneſſe 

theſe mens actions. Some haue tearmed theſe diſcoue- 
ries fables, and fantaſies, as if there had bene no ſuch land, 
or territorie: others allowing both of the place, and that 
ſuch a kingdome or country is diſcouered, make concluſion 
that if it had beene ſo rich, as wee haue ſuppoſed: that no 
doubt the king of S would by this time haue poſſeſt it. 
But if they conſider that the Spaniſſi· nation hath already 
conquered the two Empires ot Mevico, and Pera, with ſo 
manie other kingdomes and prouinces: wee may very well 
anſwere, that his power is not infinite, and that hee hath 
done well for the time. And vet it is manifeſt, that this very 
Empire hath beene by all thoſe ſeuerall Spaniards (the ca- 
talogue of whoſe names, it by it ſelfe hereunto annexed)at 
ſundrie times endertaken,and neuer performed. Howbeit, 
the world hath reaſon to admire their conſtancie, and their 
great labours,and we may well bluſh at our one idle, diſ- 
pairefull, and loytering diſpoſitions, that can find abilitie in 
another barren and nation, to poſſeſſe ſo much = 
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che worlde: and can doe nothing but frame —— 2 
gainſt our ſelues as vnſit and powerleſle to poſſeſſe one pro- 
uince already diſcouered. and of which our nation al- 
ſurance of the peoples loue and that all the Chieftaines and 
priacipalles haue vowed their obedience and ſeruice to her 
Maieſtic; the nauigation being withall ſo ſhort, dangerleſſe 
and free from infectious lickneſle. It doubt of perils might 
moderate the mindes ot men once mooued with { 

hope, that golde ſhall be the reward of theit trauels: it may 
eaſilie be petetiued that all thoſe lettes and binderances, 
that cananic way bee alleadged, or wreited ſo much, as 
but to touch vs, doe deeply and neerelie concerne the Spa- 
iſh king and in a manner violentlie with-· holde him from 
that, which he notwithſtanding carieth with ſucceſſe, whi- 
leſt we out of ſeaſun doe affect the bare ſtyle, to bee named 
men ſtayed and circumſpect in out proceeding, It is repor- 
ted, that Cu the /ndian threw downe before Alexander 
the great, a drie ſeare peece of leather and then put his foot 
on one ot the endes oſ itithe leather being trode downe on 
that ſide, roſe on all partesels. By this the wiſe man did 
ſhewe vnto him a figure and ſimilitude of his kingdome, 
which being exceeding large, mult of neceſsitie in all o- 
ther partes excepting the place of the kings reſidence, bee 
alwaycs ful of ſtirres, tumults, & inſurtections. The end after- 
wards confirmed, that this Empire conſiſting of ſundry na- 
tions, could not keep it ſelfe from diſſolution. No potentate 
huing hatn, or can haue fo faithful& incorrupt Counſellers, 
as be the examples and hiſtories of forepaſſed ages. Wee 
may therefore be bold to thinke that the Gouernours of the 
Spaniſh affaires ſhould mind it, that their kings luſtfull de- 
lire, and ambicious thoughtes to eſtabliſh ouer alli Europe 
one lawe one Lord, one religion are built and erected on a 
dangerous vngrounded reſolution: Conſidering that many 
of the neighbour kingdomes being of equall force in men, 
ot greater then he can make, are ſetled in n 
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eltate, art entite witiinthemſelues, and hate to heare the 
voyce of a ſtranger. It is not vnlikelie that they in this caſe 
ſhoulde lay betore their king the fatall deſtinies of manie 
7 that haue beene conſtra for want of ſutfi- 

numbers of their naturall ubiectes * after manic 
— nt in the arres, to retyre to their ue coun · 
tries, and haue bene glad to hold theit sig: 


niories at hoe geſigning all that vnto others, which they 
haue gotten abroad oy aduenture,and much effuſion 
of blood. The King cannot but diſcerne, that his

to diſpeople and diſable himſelfe at home, in hopeto ob- 
taine the Guiane, being a countrey ſtrong ol it ſelte, and 
defended with infinite multitudes of /nd enemies, being 


rich. and by the inhabitantes 7 vnto the Engliſh : his 
contempt 
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contempt towards vs would ſeeme fo intollerable and de 
ſpighttull as might be ſutficient to prouokevs, though o- 
therwiſe we had no ſuch inclination ; if he ynprouided of 
able helpes to effect it, thould reſt hiniſelfe on a careleſſe 
preſumption that we cannot, we dare not we will not ſtirre 
in a matter that promiſeth vs ſo great benefite, and may ſo 
highlie offend him. He may be perſwaded, that to leaue no 
other ſuccour or ſattie to his nakednes, but the olde,ſtale 
practiſe of ſpreading rumours, and giuing out falſe intelli- 
gence of preparations to inuade Eng:ad, thereby to keepe 
vs at home; orels of hyring and 2 ſome Machaui. 
lan vnder hand by ſecrete conueyance, to ſtop the courſe 
of our proceedings; or laſtlie, of procuring ſome wilde out- 
law to diſquiet our tranquilitie; is but a poore, weake, and 
vncertaine ſtaie to vphold his eſtate by. And yet ſetting ſuch 
like driftes aſide: what can be imagined likelieto hinder vs 
from prevailing in the Cuiana, rather then him, whoſe diſad- 
uantaze itis to be encombred with the ſelf ſame, and mani- 
fold more impedimentes, thencan any way bee ſuppoſed, 
with good cauſe to impeach,or diuorce vs from fo profita- 
ble an attempt? Allthis notwithſtanding, if the Spaniſh kin 
not being able to diſſemble his deſire, or beare the loſſe of 
this one kingdome ; putting himſelfe out of his ſtrength at 
home and expoſing his people to the hazarde of all caſual- 
tics abroad , be reſolued whatſoeuer ſhall happen, not to re- 
linquiſh the Guiana but fo keep this one Iron more in the 
fire, on no other aſſurance, but a peremptorie diſdaine of 
preuention: If he appeare ſo eagerlie bent for the Gaiaza, 
as if it were enacted for a lawe amongſt themſelues. V & 
modis to thruſt for it and not to heate, conceiue, or beleeue 
anie thing. that may difſwade or deter them from the con- 
queſt thereof : It then appertayneth vnto vs, not to inforce 
thoſe obiections againſt our ſelues, which he with leſſe rea- 
ſon reiecteth, as friuolous; ſince by how much the more ear - 
neſt hee is in folloꝶ img this purpoſe: by ſo much the _ 
C 
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 cauſchaue ve to be diuerted from it. To ſuch as fhall bee 
willing farther to wade in this argument; fos breuities ſake, 
doe propoſe onlie this bare aſſertion : that E»g/and & the 

uiana conoyned,are ſtronger, and more eaſilie defended, 
then if England alone, ſhould repoſe her ſelfe on her owne 
force, and poerfulneſſe. The reaſons that might be inferred 
to prooue this, need no rationall diſcourſe: they are all in- 
timated in the onlie example of Spaize it felfe;zwhich with- 
out the Indies, is but a purſe without money, or a painted 
ſheath without a dagger. In ſum: it ſcemeth vnto me that 
whereas the difficulticot performing this entetpriſe, h. th 
bene produced for a diſcouragment : it were a dull con- 
ceipt of ſtrange weaknes in our ſelues, to diſtruſt our own 
power ſo muchʒor at leaſt our one hearts and courages;as 
valewing the Spaniſh nation to be omnipotent;or yeeldin 
that the poore Portagali hath that maiſtering ſpirite, an 
conquering induſtrie, aboue vs; as to be able to ſeat him - 
ſelfe amongſt the manie mighty princes ofthe Eaſt Indies, 
to frontier China, to holde in ſubiection the Philippe, Zei- 
lan, Calecut, Goa, Ormus, Mocambique, and the reſt; the na 
uigation being ſo tedious and full of perill: to ſuffer our 
ſelues to be put backe for worthlefle cyphers, out of place, 
without account. All which Regions being now alſo by the 
late conqueſt of Portugal., entituled to the Spaniſh king: to 
whome the Colenierof thoſe partes doe yet generallie re- 
fuſe to ſweare fealtic andallegeancet and the care depen- 
ding on him, not onlie of goucrning them in the Eaſt , ſo 
fart e off; but alſo of ordering and ſtrengthening of thoſe 
diſvnited, ſcattered, and ill ded Empires and prouin- 


ces in the Welt: It might verie well be allcadged to the (aid 
Spaniſh king, that it were more wiſedome for him to aſſure 
and fortiſie ſome part of thofe already gotten, then to be- 
gin the conqueſt of Gu, fo farre ſeperate from the reſt 
of his Indies: in which he hath had ſo manie misfortunes, 
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bent and oppoſed : were it not. that it exceedeth all the reſt 
in aboundance ot gold, ind other riches. The caſe then ſo 
ſtanding: is it not meere wretcheaneſle in vs, to ſpend out 
time breake our lleep, and walte out braines , in contruing 
2 cauelling falſe title to defraude a neighbour ot halfe an 
kor of land: whereas here whole ſhyeres of fruitfull rich 
groundes lying now waſte for want of people, doe proſtitute 
themſelnes vato vs like a faire and beautitull waman inthe 
pride and flower of defired yeares? 

t we doe but conſider , howe vnhappelie Berres his af- 
taires, with his al>1itats haus of late years, in our own know- 
edge ſucceeded : who can ſay, it the hand of the Almigity 
be not againſt them, and that he hath a work in this place, in 
{t-ed ot Papiſtrie to make the ſyncere light of his Goſpell 
to ſhine on this people? The efteAing whereof ſhall bee a 
royall crowne of euerlaſting remembrance to all other bleſ- 
ſings,that from the beginning, the Lord hath plentifullie 
poured on our dread Soueraigne, in an eminent, and ſu- 
preame degreeot all perfection. If the Caftilrans preten- 
ding a religious care of planting Chriſtianitie in thoſe 
partes, haue in their doings preached nought els but aua- 
rice rapine, blood, death, and deſtruction to thoſe naked, 
(heeplike creatures of God; erecting Statues and Trophees 
of victotie vnto themſelues in the ſlaughters of millions of 
lunocents: doth not the crie of the poore ſuccourleſſe aſ- 
cend vnto the heauens? Hath God forgotten to be gracious 
vnto the workmanſhip of his owne hands? or hall not his 
iudgementes in a day of viſitation by the minifteric of his 
* choſen ſcruant , come on theſe bloodthirſtie butchers,like 
raine into a fleece of wooll? Aliguando manifeſta , aliquando 
vccalta: ſemper inſta ſunt Des iudicia. | 

To leaue this digreſsion. It is fit onelie for a Prince 
to beginne and ende this 'worke : the maintenance and 
ordering thereot requireth Soueraigne power, authoritie 
and commandement, The river of Ralcana giueth open — 
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tree paſlage, anie prouiſion that the Spaniard can maketo 
the contrarie, notwithſtanding;/for once yearclie the lands 
neete the riuer be all drowned) to conuey men, horſe, mu- 
2h victuall for anie power of men, that ſhall be ſent 
thither. 

I doe ſpeake it on my ſoules health as the beſt teſti , 
that I can in auy cauſe yeeld, to auerre a trueth, that hauing 
now the ſecond time bene in this countrie & with the helps 
of time, and leiſure well aduiſed my ſelfe vpon all circum- 
ſtances to be thought on; I can diſcerne no ſufficient impe- 
diment tothe contratie, but that with a competent number 
of men, her Maieſtie may to her and her ſucceſſors , enioy 
this rich and great empire: and hauing once planted there, 
may for euer(by the fauourof God )hold and Keepe it, Con- 
tra lndeos & Genter. Subiects, I doubt not, may through her 
Maieſties gracious ſufferance, ioyning their ſtrength toge- 
ther, inuade, ſpoile, and ouerrunne it, returning with golde 
and great riches, But what good of perpetuitie can follow e 
thereof? Or who can hope that they will take any other 
courſe,then ſuch, as tendeth to a priuate and preſent bene - 
fite; conſidering that an Empire once obtained is of congru- 
itie, ho. and whereſoeuer the charge (hall grow, to be an- 
nexed vnto the Crowne? The riches of this place are not 
fit for anie priuate eſtate: no queſſion, they wil rather proue 
ſufficient to croſſe, and counteruaile the Spaniard his pro- 
ceedings in all partes of Chriſtendome, where his money 
maketh way to his ambition. | 

If the neceſsitic of following this enterpriſe do nothing

To conclude, Your Lordſh. hath paid for the Diſcouery 
and ſcarch, both in your owne perſon,and ſince by me.You 
haucframed it, and moulded it readie for her Maieſtie: to 
ſer on her ſeale. It either enuie or ignorance, ot other de- 
uiſe fruſtrate the reſt , the good which ſhall groe to 
our enemies, and the loſſe which will come to her Maie · 
ſtie and this kingdome, will after a fewe yeares ſhewe 
it ſelfe. Wee haue more people, more thippes , and bet- 
ter meanes , and yet doe nothing. The Spaniſh king hath 
had ſo ſweete a talte of the riches thereof, as notwithſtan · 
ding that hee is Lord of ſo manie Empires and kingdomes 
alteadie, notwithſtanding his enterpriſes of Fraunce and 
Flaundert, notwithſtan ing that hee attended this 
a home inuaſion : yet he ſent twentie eight ſaile to [rini- 
dado, whereof ten were for that place, and Guiana, and 
had ſome ether ſhippes readic at Cades, if the ſame had 
not beene by my Lordpher Maieſties Generaland your 
Lordſhip ſer on fyre. 

In one word. The time ſerueth, the like occaſion ſel - 
dome happeneth in manie ages, the former repeated con- 
ſiderations doe all iointlie together importune vs, nowe, 
or neuer to make our ſelues rich, our poſteritie happie, 
dur Prince euerie way ſtronget the our enemies, and to eſta-

1 T= enterpriſe of Cin was vndertaken by Dice? 
de Ordus ot the kingdom of Icon, in the yeare, 1531. 
He vas one of the Capraines of Cortes in the conqueſt of 
Me vico. This Ordas made his entrance by the river of A- 
va, by which we entered, and ſpent fiftie dayes before hee 
came to the tiuet of Orcnoque,which we palt in fifteene, Hee 
named the riuer by which he entred ii; which name it 
ſtill retaineth in the Spaniſh deſcriptions. It lieth South from 
Trinidads ſome ſiue leagues, He tranſported out of Spare a 
thouſand ſouldiours. He dycd afterwardes at ſea, inretur- 
ning for aue. | 

2 I Corteſo arrived at the river of Amazones ot Ore- 
liano with three hundred men: Hee marched vp into the 
countrey, But neither he, nor any of his companie did re- 
turne againe, 

4 Gaſhar ac du, with his two brothers, departed from 
T enerife, accompanied with 2009. men to aſsiſt Diego de Or- 
du. They fought Dorado by the riuer of Am: but 
ſtaying there a hort time, they fell down to Trinidado, v here 
they all three were buried. 

4 lu Gonzales ſet ſaile from Trividadoto diſcouer the 
Guus He repoſed himfelte more on the faith ot his guides 
the on his {mall number ot men He by ttiall found the con- 
fines.of Gu ſo far as he entred, to be po ulous, plentiful 
of victuall, & tich in gold.

5.6, Philip de Vren, and after him Pedro de Limpias, who 
both ſucceſsiuelie commaunded the A/maines , were leaders 
in this action. Limpias was ſlaine by an Indian Caſsique na- 
med Porima. 

7 leronimade Ortallvndetrooke it by the way of Merecu- 
pana. After great trauell and his ſubſtance all ſpent, he dyed 
on the ſudden at S. Domingo. 

8, 9. Xunenes , brother of Don Ximenes de Queſida the 
Lantads, and Pedro de Oſuq, were both at ſuudtie times in 
the ſame queſt, 

10 Father 14/4,a Frier, taking with him onelie one com- 
panion , and ſome Indian guides paſled into the prouinces 
of ꝙuiaua. He returned with good intelligence, & brought 
with him Fagles, Idols, and other iewels of golde. An 1560. 
He aſſayed the ſecond time to paſſe in like maner, but was 
ſlaine by the Indians. 

11 Hernanaes de S erpa alſo vndertouke it. The Indians 
of { umaramgoto killed . im and deſcated his Armie. 

12 Afterwards, Diego de Vargas, and his ſonne Dos Ia 
followed this enterpriſe, and at their firt} letting out, were 
ſlainc by the Indians. 

I3 Caceret vndettooke this diſcouerie from Nuens ei- 
#0 de Granada He came no neeter to it the Marechines, which 
borders vpon the ſaid kingdom of ꝙanada: He reſted there 
and peopled that place. 

14 It was allo attempted by 4/onzs de Herera, at 
two ſeuerall times, He endured great miſerie, but neuer 

entred one league into the countrey. He ſought it by 1714» 
pari,or mana, and was at laſt ſlaine by a nation of Ind jans 
called Ag. 

I5 It was alſo vndertaken by Autenio Sedenno, with 14hd 
Herera and Auguſtine Delgade ioyned in the conqueſi of 
Trimidado, againſt Bamcunar a famous king of that place. He 
paſled by AMarecupanain the yeare 1536. to diſcouer E/ Do- 
rade with 500. choſen men. In this journy he got much gold

and tooke manie Indian priſoners; whome he manacled in 
yrons,manie of them died as they were led in the way, Tie 
Tygres being ſleſhed on thoſe dead cat kafles, aſſaulted the 
Spamards, who with much trouble hardlie detended theme 
ſelues from them, Sederno was buried within the precin of 
the Empireneere the head of the tiuer Tdi. Moſt of his 
peopleperiſhed likewiſe. 

1G Aucniline Delgads (carched the country to the ſouth. 
ward of Crmanamgote with 53 toormen and three herſmen. 
The warres that were then between the Indians of the vale, 
and thoſe of the mountaines, ſerued well for his purpoſe. By 
which occaſion he found meanes to paſſe fo farre vntill hee 
came to an Indian Caſſique, named Garamertall , who enter- 
tained him with al kindnes. And gaue him for a preſent ſome 
rich iewels of gold: ſix ſeemlie Pages:ten young ſlaues, and 
three Nymphes verie bewutifull , which bote the names of 
three proninces from whence they were ſent to Garamen- 
tal cheife Commander of all that countrey. Ther names 
were,G aanba,Gotoewanc,and Mararare, Theſe prouinces are 
of an excellent temperature, verie healthtul, and haue an 
admnyrable influence in producing beautifull women. The 
Spaniards afterwards to requite the manitold cmteſies that 
they teceiued inthat countrey, tooke and caried away bee 
ſides all the gold that they could get, al the Indians that they 
could lay hold on: they conuey ed them in yrons to C- 
v4 and ſolde them for ſlaves, Ye gde afterwards was ſhot 
in the eie by an lndian:of which hurt he died, 

19 D 1670 de Loſ4da,lucceeded in his brothers place.Hee 
ha 4 manie more mem who in the end waſted theniſelues in 
mt 1tinics:thoſethar lived returned to (0 nbwewe, 

18 Lees vndertooke this 10urney : but having eudu- 
red exceed ing troubley,in the diſcomfort of his minde, hee 
ge ue it ouer and was buried in . 

19 Hedi de Ur/na,in the yeare 1560.lought it with 400 

Spaniards,by the river Oreavo. He imbarqued his men o 
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the country of the Mie. As they paſſed downethe river, 
they found Synamon trees. His men murdered him and at4 
terward the {aid rebels beheaded Lady es bis wite,who 
forſooke not her Lord in all his traucls vnto death. 

20 Fryer Fruncis Monte ſnot was in the prouince of Mare- - 
cupara with I 09,ſouldiors bound for the C], when Leße 
Agmrr:ithe Tyrant made inſurrection in all thoſe partes of 
the Indies, What became of this intended 1ourney is not 
expreſled, 

In the diſcoverie of G], you may read both of Ore/ia- 
wo,who diſcouered the river of Amazones An. 1510. and of 
Berreo with others that haue trode this maze,and loſt them 
{clues in ſecking to find this countrie,
